The issue fee for this application was timely paid by Haruo Yawata, Limited Recognition 
No. L0109. After the filing of the payment, it was learned that Mr. Yawata's limited recognition 
had inadvertently become expired on January 2, 2007, prior to the issue fee payment Since that 
time, steps have been taken to reactivate Mr. Yawata's limited recognition status, and that status 
is presently current. A petition has been filed with the Office of Enrollment and Discipline 
relating to the effective renewal date of Mr. Yawata's limited recognition status and a final 
decision is pending. If the Office requires anything further in connection with the orderly 
prosecution of this application, the Office is respectfully requested to so advise Applicants' 
undersigned attorneys. 

Contingent on it being necessary, Applicant hereby petitions for revival of the application 
should it be deemed to have been abandoned for untimely payment of this issue fee. Any such 
abandonment, if found due to Mr. Yawata*s status at the time of payment, is respectfully 
submitted to have been unavoidable given that Mr. Yawata and his employer firm were unaware 
that his limited recognition status had inadvertently become expired on January 2, 2007, prior to 
payment of the issue fee. The required reply (issue fee payment) has already been submitted, 
and so the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the issue fee payment 
until the filing of this petition was unavoidable. Further, when it was learned that Petitioner's 
status was noted as "inactive" in the USPTO online records relating to Petitioner's employer's 
USPTO customer number (22434), Mr. Yawata filed a request for activation of his limited 
recognition on May 7, 2007. On July 24, 2007, Mr. Yawata's limited recognition was renewed
